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Films by Renowned French Director, 

Films from China, and Free Jack Lemmon Holiday Film 

Series at CMA 

Encore Screenings of The Mystery of Picasso also Scheduled 

CLEVELAND — This December, the Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) will present five films by 
renowned French director Jean Gr6millon (1901-1959) in the series Jean Gremillon: A Centennial 
Salute. "Virtually unknown in America, Gremillon is one of France's greatest filmmakers," notes John 
Ewing, CMA's film program coordinator. These films — all in rare subtitled prints imported from 
France — will celebrate Gr6millon's centenary: Gueule d‘ Amour ( Lover Boy, Dec. 2); The Strange Monsieur 
Victor (Dec. 5); Le del esta Vous{The Sky is Yours, Dec. 9); Pattes Blanches ( White Paws, Dec. 16); and 
L' Amour d'une Femme (Dec. 23). "Gremillon's powerful, realistic films expertly explore various aspects of 
French society. We are grateful to French Cultural Services, New York, for making this series possible," 
adds Ewing. 

In addition to the Gremillon series, the museum will present two encore screenings of Henri- 
Georges Clouzot's The Mystery of Picasso (Dec. 26 and 28), plus two films — both Cleveland premieres — 
by rising Chinese filmmaker Ning Ying. Looking For Fun (Dec. 12) focuses on the retired janitor at the 
Peking Opera who decides to start his own amateur opera company composed of senior citizens he 
meets at the park. On the Beat (Dec. 19) is a slice-of-life comedy about a group of policemen who yearn to 
carry guns like TV cops, but spend their time battling bureaucracy, boredom, frustration, and rabid 
dogs. 

A free holiday film series, Jack Lemmon: Five Comedies, will complete December's film 
offerings. "Lemmon was perfect in so many roles during his illustrious screen career," says Ewing, "that 
a week is not long enough to showcase all of them. So, in this year's Holiday Film Festival, we will focus 
only on his comic work and even there merely scratch the surface." Lemmon's career, until his death 
earlier this year, encompassed comedy, tragedy, and musicals. 
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Admission is $6 ($4 CMA members) for the Gremillon, Clouzot, and Ning Ying films. For more 
information about the CMA and its events, call 1-888-CMA-0033 or visit www.clevelandart.org .
